TAKING GRAVE CHANCES. 


CARELESS RAILWAY EMPLOYES WHO 


ENDANGERED HUMAN LIFE. 


tary Rale* Ignored by the MasMes—Bettor 
HOUMB Needed. 
Writers have directed attention to the grave 


problem of city life and its condition as af- 
fecting the race. They point to the tremen- 
dous influx of country life which takes place 
yearly into London and other great centers 
of population, aud they tell us that the city 
owes its chief vitality to this infusion of 
fresh, healthy blood into its masses. But in 
time these infusions will be affected by the 
prevalent causes of town degeneration; and 
to the great mill of life continue* to grind us 
down, slowly, it is true, hut to grind us out 
In time (say the physiulogistsj altogether. 


Of conrso, the causes of the degeneracy 


which city life is said to effect are to bo 
found in the generally unhealthy c-ouditions 
under which existence )s pursu'-d. Pare food, 
pure nir and pun; water form the tripod of 
life in so far us our surrounding are con- 
cerned: and it is precisely these conditions 
which are typically represented in our great 
centers. As to house accommodation, it is 
onlv of late years we have been awaiting to 
the ideas that it is nothing sb,.rt of dUgrace- 
ful to permit cell 
tenements to l» i 
screw out of the poor of the riume an exto 
tionate rent for houses compared with which 
an ordinary pigsty is cleanly and sanitary, 
is an extortionate, unjust and crying evil. 


SEDINTART OCCUPATIONS. 


The fact is that tiie moment we have to 


deal with masses of human beings, aggre- 
gated together in cities and living under con- 
ditions which violate every rule of health, 
we come upon causes of physical degenera- 
tion which are too edvident to admit of theo- 
retical modification, for less denial. Au author 
has taken the trouble to total up for us th« 
number of persons engaged in some half 
dozen sedentary occupations in London ia 
1881. We find his figures to give us: Lidoor 
domestic servants, 253,709; general laborers, 
78,115; milliners, etc., 71,837; clerks, 80,005; 
tailors, 41,521, and carpenters, 3S.143. Thus, 
out of some 548,000 persons, about four-fifths 
lead an indoor life, and of these, t^o-fii'ths 
(or 173,000) follow purely sedentary trades. 


What sedentary life means to the units 


which follow it closely most of us may know. 
It implies the want of the first essential for 
healthy life—pure air—and it includes yet 
another condition of vitality—free and open 
air exercise. Deterioration of frame in the 
one generation, we have also to note, is trans- 
mitted with tenfold force to tlis next. As 
health is cumulative in its eiTe'-ts. so also are 
disease and degeneracy; so thai the mere 
pursuit of life and life's avocations in a big 
city must, in the cases of sedentary workers, 
be attended not only by an increasing lack of 
vitality, but by a transmission of the weak- 
ness to succeeding units. And then- comes a 
point in this hanging ou of feeble health, 
says the sanitarian, when the climax is 
reached in the shape of the absolute dying 
out of the enfet-bled stock. 


STABTLLVG MORTALITY. 


The author from whom I have already 


quoted reminds us that if we treat London as 
a kind of country or area by itself we find 
that out of every 1,000 persons in London 371 
ore country born. An immigration of 37 
per cent, thus represents what the London 
population owes to country blood. Again, 
Mr. Gallon is emphatic enough in jis calcu- 
lations as to tbe percentage of the supply of 
units (to the next generation) which is repre- 
sented in rural and city districts respect! vely. 
Thus, 1,000 families in rural districts will 
supply about 2,334 adults to the next genera- 
tion, while 1,000 town families will only sup- 
ply 1,796. The town supply is only 77 per 
cent, of the country installment, and to tha 
second generation it la only 59 per cent, of 
the rural contribution. Attacked thus from 
the side of increase and continuance, wo see 
that the failure of vitality in towns makes 
itself felt on the population question in a very 
marked fashion; and this accords with what 
Mr. Cantlie tells us about the decadence of 
the pure bred Londoner. 
- 
Taking London, typically so called, and ex-7 


eluding districts which are more or less sub- 
urban in character, we are fid that, com- 
paring it with healthy districts, the differ- 
ence of death rat* is at the rate of 0.24 per 
1,000 per annum. If now the population of 
typical London is set down at 2,707,298, Wd 
discover that 25,559 lives are thus annually 
lost in consequence of the conditions which 
prevail hi this dense center of mankind 
No 


less startling is the fact that of every 1,009 
Infants born (I quote from my author once 
again) 312 more die under 13 years of age in 
urban London than in healthy districts. 


IS THEKE AKT I'.EllEDT) 


I say to those who argue for healthy Lon- 


don that they represent (the healthy units, I 
mean) tbe survivors of a very tremendous 
general mortality. 
They ar» the favored 


few who escape, by reason of their affluence, 
the dangers and degeneration nhich Ixs-etthe 
many. It is the old story over again o£ the 
visitor to the slums of a city, ^ho said to his 
guide that the gutter children Jo"te,l fairly 
well and sturdy. "Yes," replied tbe guide, 
"but these children play on the graves of 
their thousand companions who have suc- 
cumbed;1" aud what is true of the children of 
the slums seems to me to hold equally true of 
the population of every big city we know. 
Is there any remedy, then, I may be asked, 
for this degeneracy which accompanies city 
lifeT\Ve may certainly do much to better tbe 
existing state of things, and that acnrdmg 
to plain health laws. We want the state to 
take tip the question of proper dwellings for 
tbe masses, if private enterprise fails to ac- 
complish the abolition of slums. We want 
philanthropist* to purchase open spaces for 
us, and to Rive to the city lungs for the free 
respiration of its masses. So, also, we want 
wider facilities for reasonable recreation, 
aod especiMlly for the working classes. 
Greater facilities for cycling, football and 
other games will stave off physical degen- 
eracy u perhaps nothing else will or can. 
Beet of all, we must teach the masses the 
laws of health.—Andrew Wilson in London 
Illustrated News.

One more illustration of the stage of ad- 


vancement which, has been reached by the 
mtcimuifal yeiiiuses of Arnasia 1 will borrow 
from a cutler's shop. Remember that it is 
tho bt>»t work o'f men who are in tho full heat 
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have been able to originate as the climax of 
ingenious machinery for the sharpening of 
knives. They have a grindstone mounted on 
an axle fixed upon the platform of the little 
stall where they do their work.

the Sleep; Headed Operator Got Into 
Trouble and Out of It—Th-e Confession* 
of a Telegrapher. 
I was formerly agent for tho West Shore 


road at a little station a few miles east of 
Amsterdam, N. Y. A work train,consisting 
of an engine and a number of flat cais, was- 
employed on the s-fctiou new my station. 
Each night they were expected to drop the 
flat cars on some of thosidiuEsiuthatvicinity 
and lay the engine up for the night at Am- 
sterdam. On tho day in question the train 
had b«eu working later than usual, and when 
the time came to quit they found that they 
•were trespassing on the time of a passenger 
train. Instead of flagging themselves to iny 
statinn according to rules, they took chances 
and came flying down at the rate of forty 
miles an hour, shoved two cars ou the siding, 
ard rushed off for Amsterdam in front of the 
passenger train, only seven ininut*.-, ahead of 
her time, when their limit was teu. 


HIDING TO DEATH. 


The engine was going backward and in 


order to get to Amsterdam teu minutes ahead 
of the passenger they would have to make 
the run three minutes quicker than she did. 
By the time they got out of sight they were 
fairly flying. Eye witnesses of the occurrence 
told me it took thorn just six minutes to como 
from the place where they were working, 
throw in the two flats, aud get back—a dis- 
tance for the round trip of seven miles. 


When the eugiue reached a curve about 
alf way between my station and Amsterdam 
ie tender left the track, and both were 
irowu into a ditch bottom upward. Ths 
ngineer was killed and the conductor so

u his hands aud knees back to a curve and 
;ith a red light signalled the oncoming pas- 
euger traiu to stop. He was found insen- 
ible from his injuries when, the train pulled 
up. The track was torn up for a distance of 
iwenty yards, aud but for the fact that I had 
notified the passenger engineer to be on the 
ookout, aud tLe conductor's heroism, an ap- 
>allmg catastrophe would have resulted.

It appears that when the Mariposa was 
teaming out post Alcatraz she was boarded 
y a coupla of policemen who had a warrant 
or the arrest of one Mike Cullisan, a burly 
ity front celebrity who hod belabored a 
ompanion in a brawl so that tho fellow's life 
was despaired of. Tiie policemen searched 
ue steamer from stem to stern, but found no 
race of the missing Culligau, though they 
lad received positive information that he bad 
towed away. 
O£ course the ship's officers 


*we interested IP preventing any stowaway 
rona beating his passage, and assisted the 
policemen to tho fullest. It seemed impossi- 
ble that the fugitive could bo aboard, and 
he search was given up aud the officers dis- 
embarked. 


This was in the afternoon, and about six 


jours later, when the steamer was well 
out to -tat, up walks the missing Culligan 
'rom his hiding place somewhere between 
decks. He was promptly hauled before the 
captain, and as it was not possible to land 
lim anywhere, and the law could hardly 
lave justified throwing him overboard, he 
was sentenced to the hardest kind of shovel- 
ng in the flreroom. The sentence hod 410 
apparent effect on Culllgnit, who was a big, 
strapping young fellow, and bo took off his 
coat and handled the shovel in the coalhole in 
a way that showed he was an able bodied and 
expert fireman. The energy displayed by the 
stowaway won him the good opinion of the 
subordinate officers, and as one of the fire- 
men fell sick Culligau was treated during the 
trip to Honolulu like a regular hand. 


PUT OFF AT HONOLULU. 


Before reaching the islands the captain, 


who heard of Culhgan's good work, read him 
a lecture full of good advice, and winding up 
with the declaration that he would be put 
ashore at Honolulu aud prevented from going 
any further on the Mariposa. 


Culligan pleaded hard to be allowed to pro- 


ceed to Sydney, as tharo was a poor show of 
making a living in Honolulu aud he could 
not immediately return to Sau Francisco, 
where the record of his murderous assault 
was still fresh on the city front. 


Tho captain was inflexible, however, and 


Culligan was fired at Honolulu, but not till a 
collection had been made up for bim, with 
which he disembarked in high spirits, prom- 
ising to return in time to accompany his ben- 
efactors to Sydney. 


Having had considerable experience with 


sea tramps before, the captain ordered a 
sharp lookout to be kept to prevent Culligan 
from sneaking back; but some one failed hi 
his duty, for when twelve hours out of Hono- 
lulu who should stroll np on deck but the 
irrepressible tramp. There was the usual 
scene, o£ course. The culprit was hauled be- 
fore the captam and again sentenced to the 
hottest spot in the flreroom. This was no 
light putiishmeut, for the weather was in- 
tensely tropical; but Culligan took his sen- 
tence smilingly and ouce more resumed the 
shovel with energy, thinking that the rest of 
the trip to Sydney was smooth sailing. 


LEFT AT SAMOA, BE REACHES SYDNEY. 
The captain had planned a little surprise 


for Mr. Culligau, however, and a few hours 
before we sighted Tutuila, in the Sauioan 
islands, called up the burly trauip and told 
him to got ready to go ashore. 


Culligan pleaded hard to be let work his 


way to Auckland at least, for the prospect of 
a cocoanut diet on tho .Samoan islands for an 
indefinite period seemed to worry him. The 
captain was determined, however, to moko 
an example and Culligau was shipped on a 
canoe and paddler. ashore by a couple of Sa- 
moan natives, after getting another small 
subscription from the tender hearted crow 
and some passengers.

quitous Culiigan was found quietly sitting on

Wretched Exlulniioe of tho Girls Who H*- 


cotne Widow* at nu Eurly Ace. 


On the day of her marriage, tho East In- 


dian girl Is put into a palanquin, bhut up 
tight, and carried to her hu.-baud's house. 
Hitherto she has been the spoiled pet of her 
mother; now she is to be the little sluve of 
herinother-in-law, upon whom she is to wait, 
whose commands she is iniplicitcly to obey, 
and who teaches her what she is to do to 
please her husband— what dishes he likes tho 
best and how to cook them. 


If the mother-in-law is kind, she will let 


the girl go borne occasionally to visit her 
mother. Of her husband she sees little or 
nothing. She is of no more account to him 
than a little cat or dog would be. There is 
seldom or never any love between them, and, 
no matter how cruelly she may bo treated, 
she can never complaiu to her busbaud of 
anything hi» mother may do, for he would 
never take his wife's part. 


Her husbaud sends to her doily the portion 


of food that is to be cooked for her, himself 
and the children. When it Is prepared she 
places it on one large brass platter, and it IB 
sent to her husband's room. Heeats what he 
wishes and then the platter Is sent back with 
what is left for hor and her children. They 
sit together on the ground and eat the re- 
mainder, having neither knives, forks nor 
spoons.

go anywhere. Tho litilo girls are married ns 
young as three years of age; and, should tho 
boy to whom such a child i« married die tho 
next day, she is called n widow, and is from 
henceforth doomed to perpetual widowhood; 

As a widow B!IO 
must never wear any jewelry, never dres« 
her hair, never Hk? p on a bod— nothing but 11 
piece of matting spread ou the hard brick 
floor, aud eomuUiues, iu fact, not even thut 
between h«- and the cold liricks; und, no 
matter how i-ukl the night might be, she must 
havcnoothiT covering than the thin garment 
she has wurii in the day. 


She must oat but one meul a day, aud that 


of the coarsest kin J of food, aud (mco in two 
weeks she must Cast twenty-four hours; then 
not a bit of food nor a drop of wator or medi- 
cine must puss her lips, not even if fihu wero 
dylug. She muht never Mt dowu nor tpeali 
in the presenc-e ot her mother-in-law, unless 
commanded to do bO. Her food muht be 
cooked and «:it™ apart from the* other 
wom- 


en's. She is a. disgraced und degraded woman. 
She may never even look on nt any of the 
marriage ceremonies or festivals. It would 
be an evil omen for her to do so. 


She may huvo been a high caste Brabrniuic 


woman, bul, on her becoming a widow, auy, 
even the lowest servants, may order her to do 
what they do not like todo. No woman in the 
house must evur speak ouo word of lovo or 
pity to her, for it is supposed that if a womuu 
shows tho sli^htet cunitniwration to a widow 
she will immediately become a widow herself.

CALLED BY DEATH. 
I 
STRAY SCRAPS. 


Bev. J. L. Craamer. 


The visits of Death are always attended 


by sadness and sorrow for some hearts, but 
it is not often that those fee! lugs are felt 
so poignantly by such a wide circle of friends 
as In the case of Bev. J. L. Craemer, 
pastor of the German Lutheran church. 
After an illness of two months he died at • 
8:80 last night, at his home, just north of, 
the church. 
Though he has been here but i 


a year and a half, his whole people loved i 
him with a devotion and a sincerity 
that Is rare. His church members revered 
him for his hearty and kindly Interest in 
their welfare, and for his successful and 
careful management of the church, which 
has almost doubled its membership under 
his care. Those outside his own congrega- 
tion admired him for his scholarship, his 
courteous bearing, ao clearly that of a gen- 
tleman of the highest type. 


Mr. Craemer from tbe first day of his res- 


idence in Decatur has been a most earnest 
worker for bis church and his people. 
He 


was taken sick about two months ago with 
a disease that baffled the efforts ot his 
physicians, wbo could not determine ex- 
actly its nature. They believed, however, 
that it was an abcess ot the liver. A 
post mortem examination will be made 
to-day by Drs. Catto & Joues, who act at the 
special request of Mr. Craemer, made when 
it was apparent that death was near. Dur- 
ing his illness he has been attended most 
faithfully by his wife and daughters. Tbe 
long strain and the final termination left 
Mrs. Craemer and tbe oldest daughter very 
111. They are both prostrated, arid it Is 
feared now that one or both of them may 
uot recover. Mrs. Craeuier's mother, from 
Pt.

He was for a number of jears an officer In 
the Missouri Synod of-the German Lutheran 
church, and has always been renowned in 
that body as one of ihe most profound 
scholars as well as one of the most eluquenl
